FOR MANY WITHDRAWALS FROM RACES. 

Marshon and El Pato Are Day's Winning Favorites 
Over Muddy Track at the Fair Grounds — Weather 
Fine and Big Crowd Visits Track. 



New Orleans. La.. February 5. — T< day’s racing 
card was riddled by withdrawals due to tue changed 
• rack condition- as a result of rain which fell 
steadily last night. The weather during the after- 
no at was suiniiierlike and the usual large crowd 
was in attendance. Some of the races were keenly 
contested. The talent was in |ioor ftrin though, 
and only managed to laud on two of the winners. 
Surprises attended the running of the lirst, second, 
mild and tilth races. The mile and a quarter dash 
was the outstanding offering of the -ordinary card. 
There were only four starters and Marshall was re- 
turned a handy winner over Billie Baker and Frog. 
Marshou was at a prohibitive price. iCl l’ato wa- 
ttle other favorite that scored. His success came 
In tin' closing dash, in which he bandy managed 
to outlast Autumn. The latter fell lame at a 
critical period and milled up in a bad way. 

Several "good things" were put over during the 
atieriaon and their connections are said to have 
profiled handsomely. \V. ('. West, winner of the 
Opening dash, was otic of them. lie allowed :ill im- 
proved performance and led for 111. entire trip. 
Pretty Hale spreadeagled her op|Nisit it ill ill the sec- 
ond and won with jockey Pool looking back at the 
others struggling for second money. Bcrtodauo. 
miller a vigorous ride, just managed io outstay the 
badly handled Tillie's Nightmare in the third. 
Ilughie MeCarren's Jacob Bunn came -with a cyclonic 
rush through the stretch to land the purse in the 
tiftli over Mallard and Joe ll. I.ovp Day was prob- 
ably best in the race, but (loose was forced to take 
him wide all the way and that cost him the purse. 

Jockey l.illey was suspended foj- three days by 
the starter for disobedience at the post. 

W. 11. Fitzpatrick, democratic, leader in Erie 
County, New York, was an arrival today from 
Buffalo and will enjoy the racing during the re- 
mainder of the season here. 

Persistent rumors of an extension of jhe meeting. 
-- *■ suite of announcement to the contrary, caused 
Judge Murphy to make the following statement this 
afternoon: "Several weeks ago I made formal an- 

nouncement that we would close on the night of 
February Id. Since then persistent tumors of an 
extension have been circulated, without the slight- 
est authority. For the benefit of the horsemen and 
visitors 1 wish to state there there has been no 
change in our policy, nor will there lie any. The 
racing will end February Hi.” 

The party of business men who came here to 
get ideas as to the racing at the Fair Grounds 
with a view to a possible revival of the sport at 
Montgomery Park. Memphis, departed tonight and 
will begin activity at once with tile view to the 
possible holding of a short meeting this spring. 
They will have no difficulty in securing horses to 
go to Memphis from here in the event that they 
annoiiuce a meeting.

PROVISIONS OF INDIANA RACING BILL. 



Indianapolis. Ind.. February -1. — Pari-mutuel let- 
ting at race tracks will be legalized iti the state of 
luijinnu if a bill presented to the senate yesterday 
by Senator llirsch becomes a law. Thomas E. 
Knotts of Gary and A. F. Knotts of Hammond, 
former mayors, are among the backers of the bill 
and they say it also has the support of the breeders 
of the stale, the county fair associations, the Slter- 
itf's Association end tin* State Hotel-Keepers' Asso- 
ciation. The bill would create a state racing com 
mission, which would have full authority over all 
horse races and which would license and control such 
laces. 

The members of the first commission are named 
in the bill, and would be Charles B. I lllfthi. Terre 
Haute; Charles 11. Anthony. Mancie, and Sterling 
It. Holt. Indianapolis, all of whom are well -know’ll 
hoi'-eiuen. When any of the members retire the 
governor would appoint his successor. The bill 
provides that the members of the commission receive 
a salary of not more than Siam a year, to be paid 
out of the money received by the commission for 
issuing licenses. A secretary would be ap|ioinled. 
who would receive $1.2 imi a year. 

The hill provides that the commission may charge 
a fee of from *1 to S.lli a day for issuing permits 
for race meetings, the fee to be at the discretion 
of the board, according to the size of the meeting, 
its patronage, etc. 

The bill also provides that if tile commission re- 
fuses to Issue a license for any race meeting, or 
revoke any license, it shall state iis reasons pub- 
licly and spread them on its minute I looks. The 
bill carries a clause providing a line for anyone 
who is guilty of making any bets on the race tracks 
in suv other manner than that prescribed bv the 
bill.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

London hears that Germany is making extensive 
preparations for tin* blockade of England that lias 
Iteen d« elated to go into effect oil February IS. A 
dispatch from Amsterdam stated tha* several su: 
marines bad arrived at Zeebrugge, the naval base 
on tlie Belgian coast. It is expected that these 
will be used to attack British transports and mer- 
chant ships. The British admiralty is planning to 
meet Germany's threatened move. Hostilities 
against Serbia have been resumed by the Austrians, 
according to reliable reports. One hundred thous 
and Germans are hurling themselves in headlong 
rushes against the Russian earthworks west of 
Warsaw, it was officially announced at l’etrograd. 
One of the greatest battles of tlie war is developing. 
Seven divisions of Germans, comprising tlie Mower 
of Von Hindenhtirg's armies, are making desperate 
frontal attacks upon the Russians between the 
Bzuru and Rawka. Behind them 100 German bat- 
teries are playing shells upon tin* czar’s trenches. 
The snowy Helds west of the Polish capital are 
crimson with blood. Count Reventlnw. in the 
Deutsche Tageszc itung. threatens the United States 
with reprisals if the government does not forbid 
further exports of ammunition to Europe. Some 
day. lie says, the United States may find itself at 
war with Japan, when "the repetition of the ex- 
portation of arms by states that would then be i:i 
the position of neutrals might he very Inconvenient 
for America.” Tlie Austro-Hungarian war press 
bureau lias issued the following: “We evacuated 

Tarnow in Galicia after tlie Russians bombarded tin* 
place with heavy mortars. A decisive battle Is 
being fought in the region of Dukla. where strong 
Russian pressure is felt in tlie direction of Dukla 
pass and neighboring passes.” The Turks at last 
have made a definite attack oil the Suez canal, 
but after a sharp fight they were driven off with 
heavy losses. The Berlin official statement retsirts 
important gains by German troops in the Argonnc 
region. Dispatches from Vienna say that .‘iO.tHXl 
German troops have arrived in Hungary on the way 
to Korostnezo, in the Carpathians, to assist Hun- 
garian forces said to be threatened with envelop- 
ment by the Russians. Austrian forces, dispatches 
say. have attacked the Russian left flank at Jaco- 
lietii. in southern Bukowina, forcing the Russians 
to retreat towards ltaduutz. In the Carpathians the 
fighting is severe. The Petrograd war office admits 
that tlie Russians retreated in one section of this 
front after lighting ten successive engagements with 
bayonets. Tlie chief admiral of the stuff of tlie 
German navy lias issued tlie following official com- 
munication: "England is on tin* cve of shipping 

numerous troops and large quantities of war ma- 
terial to France. Against these English transports 
we will proceed with all the means of warfare at 
our disposal. Neutral shipping is earnestly cau- 
tioned against approaching tlie northern or tlie 
western coasts of France, as in these waters such 
vessels would run the serious danger of being cou- 
foqndcd with ships whose purposes are warlike. The 
best route for the North sea is around .Scotland.” 

Oscar Underwood, democratic leader, warned the 
house of a threatened deficit in the treasury in a 
speech on the naval hill, in which, he counseled 
economy. “According to my estimates.” lie said, 
"for the next fiscal year, unless we retrench, or 
you are willing to face the country with more tax- 
ation. you are going to face a deficit of $3.1,000,000 ” 

Tlie state wide prohibition bill, which would de 
clnre Arkansas a dry state after January 1. lOlti, 
was passed by the senate of the Arkansas legisla- 
ture by a vote of 33 to 2 yesterday. The bill was 
passed by the house February 1 to take effect June 
1. and. as amended, will be sent back to the house 
immediately. 

Democrats elected to the house in the sixt.v-fourtli 
congress unanimously nominated Speaker Clark to 
succeed himself and chose Representative Claude 
Kltcbin of North Carolina to become chairman of 
tin* ways and means committee and majority Moor 
leader when Representative Underwood goes to the 
senate. 

Tlie house failed by five votes to override tin* 
president's veto of the immigration bill containing 
i lie restrictive literacy test. The vote stood 261 
in favor of going over the veto and 130 against. It 
required two-thirds. 

Tile Britisli army estimates, to which parliament 
will devote the first part of next week's session, 
give the number of effective men in the army, 
exclusive of those serving in India, at 3,000.000. 

Andrew Carnegie went on the witness stand be- 
fore the federal industrial relations committee and 
test Iti isl that tin to the close of 11*1 4 his donations 
tied $324.0.17.300. 

The New York senate passed the woiinin suffrage 
const Itutional amendment anil tin* question will lie 
submitted t * » the people at tlie November election. 

The Spanish parliament has authorized the gov 
eminent to purchase f air submarines for the Span- 
ish navy from a builder in the United States. 

A bill culling for a referendum on a constitu- 
tional amendment allowing equal suffrage passed tin* 
Massachusetts senate.

Many of the old guard who handled tin* chalk and 
slates have* been driven to the wall Some of them 
have gone into other lines of business. Others arc- 
banging on at the winter tracks trying to make* ex- 
penses in a daily struggle with the* pikers. A few 
are running handbooks iu this city on a small scale. 
At tin* Jockey Club's race courses last year their 
was no big betting, for tin* excellent reason that 
bank rolls wore scarce and tin* oral system was |>re 
carious. In slant, tin* plungers of tin* turf have 
disappeared appaieutly for all time. — New York Suu
